St. Paul Man Takes Up the Bur- 
den of Upper Berth Martyrs. 


CLIMB. 10-ROOST. 18 SCORED. | 


Calls It Illegal Discrimination to 
Charge Low Rate for High Steep. 11 


Washington, D. C., May A —ISpe cal. 
George 8. Loftus, plain, “ citizer of St. Paul, 
Minn.,"’ today made a bid for one of the tab- 
lets in the Hall of Fame by taking up the 
travelers’ burden and daring to file a com- 
plaint egainst the Pullman Sleeping Car 
company and a number of middle western 
railroads. The complaint is the first filed 
with the interstate commerce commission 
against the sleeping car company since It de- 
came a common carrier under the railroad 
rate act. 

Citizen Loftus charges the Pullman con- 
cern with unjust discrimination against the 
‘luckless traveler who draws an upper 
birth and has to climb up a ladder to roost. 
He can’t see rhyme, reason, nor justice in 
charging a man the same price for upper as 
for a lower when it isn't worth more than 


half as much. 


Rates. Too High Anyway. 

Also Mr. Loftus contends that sleeping car 
rates are tnordinately high, any way. In 
his complaint to the interstate commerce 
commission he declares that the rates on 
a number of runs in the middle west and 
from the middle west to the Pacific coast 
are “ excessive, unreasonable, unjust, and 
in violation of the law.“ Then he tells what 
the rates are and what they ought to be. 

Loftus lives in St. Paul and travels be- 
tween that city and Seattle, once in awhile 
he goes to Chicago, and at intervais he takes 
a tip to Superior, Wis. The sleeping car 
rate from St. Paul to Seattle, a distance of 
1,829 miles, is $12 for both upper and lower 
berths. Citisen Loftus asserts that reasona- 
ble charge for the service would be §8 for 
lowers and $4 for uppers. 

Wants Discrimination Stopped. 

“The distance between St. Paul and Chi- 
ago is 410 miles. Travelers over that route 
are required to pay $2 a night for sleeping car 
accommodations. Citizen Loftus figures it 
out that not more than $1.50 should be charged 
for a lower nor more than 75 cents for an 
upper berth. Between St. Paul and Superior, 
a’ distance of 150 miles, sleeping cars exact 
a charge of $1.50 for berths. The citizen of 
St. Paul asks the commission to establish a 
rate on that haul of $1 for a lower and 80 
cents for an upper berth. 

“The upper berths provided by the rail- 
roads, says the complaint. are not as do- 
sirable as lower berths, and charge there- 
fore should be considerably less than the 
charge for lower berths.” 


CALLS SUIT CLUBS LOTTERIES. 


District Attorney at Kenosha Will Be- 
gin Prosecution Uniess Plan Is 
Abandoned. 


Kenosha, Wis., May 24.—[Special.]—Dis- 
trict Attorney Baker has sent out an order 
declaring all sult clubs and similar organiza- 
tions lotteries, and directed that they be 
stopped at once, on penalty of prosecution.

Improvement at Busy Corner. 

At 1:40 o'clock in the afternoon the inter- 
section of State and Madison streets—one of 
the busiest corners in the world—was fairly 
free from congestion. 
and State streets was having all he could do 
at 1:47 o'clock to keep traffic moving. This 
is ‘one of the most ed streets at all 
hours of the day on which lines of the Union 
Traction company are operated. Heavy 
freight wagons were going east from the 
freight depots, and a parallel line of empty 
vehicles Was passing westward. 

It was a continual procession of heavy 
trucks, delivery wagons, freight automobiles, 
coal wagons,.and furniture-vams.. Almost 
all- used the street car tracks, occasionally 
allowing a street car to slip in between them. 


. Clear Violation of Rules. 


A truck standing at right angtes with the 
curb in front of the Chicago Bronze Manu- 
facturing company, 134 Lake street, from.2 
until 2:10 o’clock was a clear vialation of 
section D of rules of the road, which states 
that “in no case shall vehicles remain 
backed up to the curb except when actually 
loading or unloading."’ A policeman made no 
attempt to arrest the driver nor to warn him 
that he was violating the ordinance. 

This single vehicle was responsible for a 
long line of teams in the street car tracks, 
as every vehicle that passed toward the 
west was to turn out. 

Conditions are not supposed to be at thetr 
worst at 2:15 in the afternoon at the Wells 
street bridge, acknowledged by the police te: 


| be the most congested point in the city. But. 


a blockade lasting several minutes was 
caused at that hour by a heavily laden lum- 
ber wagon that struck a bad piece of pave- 
ment. A long line of street cars held for 
ten minutes, whith is common at that point. 


Cabs Occupy Narrow Space. 

On each side of the Northwestern station 
viaduct is a. cab stand that takes up so much 
of the narrow space between the girders of 
the viaduct and the street car raſis that even 
smaller vehicles have difficulty in passing. 
Larger ones must take the street car tracks. 

The intersection of State and Van Buren 
streets, formerly one of the congested cor- 
ners, was a good example of effective polic- 
ing. Van Buren street between 3 and 8:20 
o clock was comparatively free from con- 
gestion. After 4 o’clock the street cars found 
it difficult to pass. 

Three wagons of the Stockyerds Packing 
House company, 41 Fifth uvenue, were 
standing with their end gates to the curb- 
ing at 2:33 o'clock, in violation of the ordi- 
nance. None was being loaded or unloaded 


Seven Wagons Backed to Curb. 


A similar condition was seen at 308 South 
Clark street, where seven wagons of Magner, 
Winslow & Co. were backed up to the curb, 
and at Belden Bros. & Co.'s, Monroe street 
and Fifth avenue, where eight express 
Wagons were standing at 4 o'clock.. Only 
one wae being loaded. The Heagele Ice com- 
pany an ice wagon backed up in front of 
Vogelsang’s restaurant, Madison street and 
Fifth avenue. The driver and one or two 
companions were lounging about. 

The Chicago Commercial association has a 
committee that is preparing a report on con- 
ditions. The association ie trying to hasten 
the delivery of freight through the tunnels. 
It is codperating with the police and an- 
nounces that alleys are much less congested 
than formerly, and that the mounted police 
are doing much good. 


Improvement Seen by Shippy. 

„Conditions are by no means perfect,“ 
said Chief Shippy, “but they are improv- 
ing. We have not had our rules of the road 
so long as in New York, where the traffic 
regulations also are more strict. I have 
studied New York traffic conditions, and so 
has Assistant Chief Schuettler. Weare try- 
ing to adapt them to Chicago as much as 
possibile. 72 

Supt. .Hertzog of the Union Traction com- 
pany, after referring to the congestion at 
the bridges and in Randolph street, said: 

One trouble is that business in Chicago 
in the downtown district has multiplied five 
times, while in the length of time 
transportation facilities have remained just 
where they were, More bridges will be « 
great relief.”

Three Big Electric Fans Used in Fu- 
tile E@ort te Drive Out Oder of 
Ammonia—Three Mechanical En- 
wineers, Two Lawyers, and Busi- 
ness Man in Panel Which Will In- 
vestigate Cause of Explesion That 
Killed Six Workers at Stockyards. 


Three big electric fans failed yesterday to 
ear from the chillroom at Armour’s pack- 
ing plant the ammonia fumes which caused 
the death of six men and endangered the 
lives of ten others when a pipe containing 
the fluid burst Thursday afternoon. 80 
strong was the odor that it impossible 
, for Coroner Hoffman or any of inspectors 
| gent by the city authorities to investigate the 
cause of the disaster and the inquest accord- 
ingly was continued for ten days. ° 

The coroner’s jury, selected in the morning 
by Coroner Hoffman, is an exceptional one 
and indicates that a thorough investigation 
is to be made, Of the six men chosen, three 
are mechanical engineers, two are lawyers, 
and one a business man. The jurors are:

Chillroom Placed Under @uara. 


This. jury went with the ‘cdroner to the 
undertaking ‘establishment in Forty~third 
street, where the bodies of the six victims 
of the explosion were viewed. A trip to the 
Armour plant demonstrated that no exami- 
nation could be made of the chillroom. « Tie 
coroner, however, left. instructions with 
Capt. Clancy of the Stockyards police station 
to have officers stationed at the door of the 
room and permit no one to enter until the 
proper authorities make an examination. 

Boller Inspector William Lum pp and In- 
spectors Robert Knight and Patrick Ma- 
honey of the building commissioner's office 
also attempted to inspect the broken pipe. 
but they were unable to go farther than 
the room leading to.the chillroom. From 
there they could see that the heavy pipe 
through which the ammonia flowed had been 
snapped in two. 

Theory of Accident’s Cause. 

This gave rise to the theory that the acci- 
dent was due to the intense cold rather than 
a direct explosion. Men about the stock- 
yards say the reason Armour & Co. have had 
do many accidents of this character is that 
theirs is the only plant in which monia is 
forced through the pipes. In the ift and 
other plants a strong brine, incapable of 
being frozen, is first forced through a coll im- 
mersed in ammonia, and then through the 
pipes of the cooling roms. In this way the 
danger from ammonia is centralized and a 
more careful watch can be kept on It. 

Coroner Hoffman assigned Deputy Coroner 
M. Hartney to take the family history of 
each man killed. 

The death list was increased to six in the 
morning when the bodies of Frank Stankus, 
4508 Paulina street, and Stanislaus Anzel, 
4520 Justine street, who were reported miss- 
ing Thursday night, were recovered. They 
had been working with the others in the 
chillroom on the second floor, but managed to 
get down the stairs before being overcome, 
and were found huddled up in an angle of the 
room not far from the door and safety. 

The ten workmen who were overcome but 
rescued by the flremen and taken to the 
Provident hospital were reported to be rest- 


ing easy.

MACHINISTS. FROM -CHICAGO TO 
NEW YORE STRIKE. - 


Ten Per Cent Increase an Wages and 
Abolition of Piece Work Demanded 
by Skilled Workmen—Walkout on 
Railroad to Be Followed by Strike 
ef 16,000 Machinists in Greater 
New York on June 1 to &nforce 
Bight Hour Day Demand. 


More than 8.000 machinists and helpers 
along the Erie railroad between Chicago and 
New York went on strike late last night for 
an increase in pay and for the abolition of 
the plecework system. 

Two hundred and thirty-three men quit 
in Jersey City, and press dispatches report 
190 out at Susquehanna, 120 at Dunmore, 
Pa.; 75 at Huntington, Ind.; and others at 
Cleveland and Youngstown, O. 

This strike, it was declared last night, 
would be followed on June 1 by a strike of 
16,000 machinists in Greater New York and 
vicinity in the general demand for an eight 
hour work day. 

The machinists on the Erie were making 
25 and 27% cents an hour for a ten hour 
day, and the helpers 15 and 18 cents an hour. 
They demanded a 10 per cent increase.

Season a Record Breaker. 
Records show, however, the Sox have had 
no worse weather since the pennant wetting 
than before.. In fact, the whole season to 
date has been: a record breaker in the mat- 
ter of rank conditions; und the postponed 
games have piled up with «a rapidity which 
arouses Ae glee and anticipation in the 
hearts of the bargain:hunters who wait until 
the double header season starts. 

Already sixty-nine games have been pobt- 
poned on account of weather conditions in 
thetwo major leagues.

cooling rooms of one packing house. In 
addition there is reason to believe that 
other accidents happened in the same es 
tablishment which did not become known 
to the public because there was no loss of 
life. Could these accidents have been pre- 
vented? Some of them, perhaps, but not 
all of them under existing conditions. 

The danger of the ammonia refrigerat- 
ing process lies in the great pressure of ex- 
panding gas within the cooling pipes. 
This pressure, 600 or 700 pounds to the 
square inch, is resisted by iron pipes of a 
thickness to resist, theoretically, 2,000. 
pounds to the square inch. The pressure 
causes a certain amount of wear upon the 
pipes, especially at the joints. As there 
is always a thick coating of ice upon the 
pipes it is impossible to make an adequate 
inspection to determine possible corrosion 
except by putting them out of commission 
for a time. Even if the minimum life of 


_a joint could be determined and all joints 


renewed after a certain length of service 
the operation would require a large num- 
ber of men and such frequent interruption 
of service as to be impracticable in the 
case of a plant with miles of pipes. 

An explosion of the pipes containing 
ammonia is peculiarly dangerous in a 
packing house, because the men at work 
there are in rooms tightly closed by thiek 
partitions and heavy doors. Although 
there are stopcocks at frequent intervals, 
the gas has such an ov elming effect 
upon any one who is exposed to it that 
the chances ate decidedly against his being 
able to reach a stopcock in time to save 
his life. The danger is not so much in 
the violence of the explosion as in the re- 
sulting escape of the gas. In an artificfal 
ice factory the danger is relatively small, 
since the aim there is not to chill the air 
but to chill the water, and the way of 
escape is open in case of an explosion. 
The only sure way to prevent explosions 
is to have every cooling plant duplicated, 
so that every bit of the piping may be 
overhauled. The expense of this duplica-

THE HALL OF ‘FAME. 

The hall of fame in New York has been 
enlarged considerably since it was first. 
projected. Originally designed as a place 
of commemorating the virtues of great 
American men, it now provides, also, for 
American men of foreign birth and for 
American women. At first there was con- 
siderable ridicule cast upon the scheme, 
many predicting that the choices would be 
dictated by other considerations than 
merit. As it has worked out this hasty 
judgment of condemnation has not proved 
a correct one. , 

With fifteen distinct classes of citizens 
to select from and 252 names presented for 
consideration, the committee of 100 promi- 
nent citizens of the land were able to 
agree upon but twenty-nine persons as of 
sufficient distinction to be cotinted worthy 
of a place in a national temple of fame. 
As the provision of the gift for the pur- 
pose indicated that the first selection was 
to include fifty names, the choice of only a 
few more then half of this number proved 
that abundant thought was given by each 
member of the committee. 

The second selection was made in Octo- 
ber, 1905. At this time, beside the regular 
addition to the list provided for by the 
foundation, there were to be chosen six 
names of foreign born Americans and ten 
names of American women. When the 
judges had rendered their decision it was 
found that only three in each class had 
been successful in getting the required 
number of votes. The hall of fame, there- 
fore, has places allotted to thirty-five dis- 
tinguished Americans instead of fifty-five, 
as it should have now, to three foreign 
born Americans, instead of six, and to 
three American women, instead of ten. 

Six years to a day after the dedication 
of the hall took place the second unveiling 
will occur, on May 30. There will be 
bronze tablets in commemoration of the 
virtues of Emma Willard, Mary Lyon, ani 
Maria Mitchell among women. Alexander 
Hamilton, John Paul Jones, and Alexan- 
der Agassiz are the three foreign born to 
be honored. Jemes Madison, John Quincy 
Adams, William Tecumseh Sherman, Hor- 
ace, Mann, John Greenleaf Whittier, and 
James Russell Lowell complete the list.

crease in breakages. A broken rail 
not necessarily wreck a train, but 
wrecks are due to that cause, and the 
traveling public naturally becomes nerv- 
ous when it hears statements from ex- 
perts as to the inferior quality of the rails 
supplied to the great railroad systems of 
the country. 2 

The officers of the steel corporation say 
that if their rails break it is because the 
railroads run heavy trains at a high rate 
of speed, thus subjecting the rails to extra 
wear and tear. They say that the roads 
should order still heavier rails, made of 
nickel steel. If the suggestion were acted 
on the profits of the steel mills would be 
greatly increased. It is said also on be- 
half of the manufacturers that rails are 
made in accordance with the specifications 
of the roads; This is denied by some rail- 
road men, who say that their specifications 
are disregarded and that they have to take 
what the steel corporation will give them 
or go without. | | 

It does not require a high degree of 
intelligence to see that this fs a feeble 
excuse, If the great railroad lines were 
to refuse flatly to accept any rails which 
were not made in accordance with the 
specifications furnished by them the roll- 
ing mills would have to comply or go out 
of business. It is said that the steel cor- 
poration is selling rails to the Japanese 
government at its export price, which is 
$10 a ton less than its domestic price, and 
is making them in strict accordance with 
the Japanese specifications. If it were to 
fail to do so they would be rejected. It is 
irritating that foreigners should get both 
cheaper and better rails than Americans. 

It is needless to go farther into the 
charges and countercharges of the officials 
of the steel corporation and of the rail- 
roads. It is not denied that the roads 
are using rails which do not stand the 
strain to which they are subjected, and 
that the accident risk is increased thereby. 
What with careless or inexperienced em- 
ployés, defective signal systems, and de- 
fects in other directions the risk is already 
too great. 

If railroad managers will not of their 
own motion cease endangering the lives f 
passengers by buying rails which they 
know are peculiarly liable to break, then 
there will have to be official intervention 
on behalf of the public.

REOCHIVER URGES THAT OUTSID- 
ERS TO BH PAID AT ONOR, 


Their Claims Are §485,000, and Mr. 
Gately Suggests That with These 


Obligations Wiped Out the Recetv-’ 


ership Might Be Ended, Saving B- 
pense—Large Sum Lost in Options 
on Land, Which Community is Now 
Unable te Carry Out. 


Claims filed against Zion City amount to 
$5,446,000 and there are 5,077 cl ts. 

This became known yesterday, when a let- 
ter addressed to the investors’ committee 
of the town by John C. Hately, the receiver 
appointed by United States District Judge 
Landis, was made public. 

Collateral loans and mortgages given to 
outsiders amount to $485,000, and the re- 


ceiver urged the people to get together and 


pay them, so they would no longer be burden- 
ed with the expense of the recelvership, 
which in the last nine months has amounted 
to $9,000. 

“Tet every one make some sacrifice to 
obtain unity,” Mr. Hately wrote on this 
point, and all will be well.” 

The total receipts from the various indus- 
tries of Zion City, Mr. Hately reported, dur- 
ing the receivership, amounted to $874,713, 
of which $538,068 was net profit. 

There was lost throygh option contracts— 
principally amounts paid upon land—$80,000. 
Of this sum $75,000 had been paid on 223 acres 
on the lake front, to the North Weukegan 
Harbor and Dock association, and, as $42,000 
was due, which the town could not pay, the 
amount already paid in was a loss. On 
smaller land options $14,000 was paid, from 
which the community will receive no return. 

One piece of cheering news was received 
during the day. A linseed oll factory will 
be started in the village by Herman Herruth 
and F. M. Fox of Chicago. They have pur- 
chased a building in the center of the town. 
This will be one of the first outside indus-
